Allon to U.S. 
in May 
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No policy at all 

The concept of Israeli Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
touring the West Bank simultaneously rebuking and reassur 
ing the Arab subjects of Israeli occupation is a demented one 
indeed. 

He tells some Arab shopkeepers they will be compensated 
for damage done to their shops during the past month of 
demonstrations, and he warns the Arab population at large 
■that the Israelis w-ill strike hard at any further “unrest” on 
the West Bank. 

The Arab reply to this — in the only language Israe 
understands — is an explosive charge underneath an Israeli 
car in Nablus. 

The interested observer should see Mr. Peres’ schizoph- 
renic ramblings on the West Bank as an accurate protrait of 
the dile mm a and the debacle of Israeli policies on -the West 
Bank. In fact, there is no Israeli policy. 

People like Mr. Peres have been in the forefront of the 
Israeli effort to encourage some kind of undefined local 
leadership in the area. This is a logical extension of the Israeli 
mind's total inability to appreciate the reality of Arab and 
Palestinian nationalism In the region. The West Bank is to 
revert to Palestinian leadership under the PLO. The more this 
becomes clear the harder the Israelis try to foster some other 
kind of make-believe administration in the area. 

When the residents of the occupied Arab lands erupt in 
a spontaneous wave of anti-Israeli demonstrations, the Israelis 
are not sure what to do. So they try both approaches : on the 
one hand they send in thousands of armed troops ito blanket 
the region in a manner that shows the base reality of their 
military occupation, and they also go around talking about 
helping people repair damaged shops and making sure essen- 
tial municipal services are maintained. 

This stems from the fundamental failure of Israel to 
define its purposes and intentions in the occupied Arab lands. 
This is something of a psychological buffer zone for them. 
As long as they can remain confused and undecided about 
the West Bank, Gaza and the Golan Heights, this will keep 
■them that much further away from having to define their 
aims an the heart of Palestine proper. 

The continuing wave of demonstrations by the Arab 
population in the West Bank is a blunt sign that the Israelis 
are not wanted. 

For Mr. Peres to react by verbalising the full extent of 
his mental haze is not very surprising. This is what happens 
when (the Zionist psyche is confronted with the reality of 
Zionist deeds in Palestine.

New import -export incentives outlined

Ad Dustour said Thursday 
that the statement by Jordan’s 
delegate at the United Nations 
was a clear-cut rebuff to Israe- 
li rumours and calumnies rela- 
ting to the Palestinian issue. 
The statement reaffirmed Jor- 
dan’s keenness to rescue the oc- 
cupied Arab lands without ac- 
quiring any gains for itself. 
“One aspect of the complex 
Israeli planning is to deprive 
the Palestinians of the only lo- 
gical solution of their probl- 
em — their return to to their 
legitimate usurped home”, the 
paper said. At one time Israel 
wants them to be absorbed in- 
to the neighbouring Arab co- 
untries, at another, it wants 
them to have their own state 
outside Palestine. In either case, 
Jordan was meant to be drag- 
ged in, by virtue of its special 
organic relationship with Pa- 
lestine. 

Ad Dustour pointed out that 
the world public opinion is now 
too well aware of the dimen- 
sions of the issue to be benum- 
bed by the old Zionist machi- 
nations. The issue, says the 
paper, is no less than the libe- 
ration of a clearly defined por- 
tion of land... Attempts to cre- 
ate a split between the Pales- 
tinians and their Arab brethren.

AMMAN. — The government 
is working to conclude a gene- 
ral cooperation agreement with 
the European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) to obtain faci- 
lities for the export of its pro- 
ducts, in particular fertilizers, 
to the EEC member countries, 
and is concluding various agre- 
ements with other countries 
for the same purpose. 

Such authorities as the Mi- 
nistry of Industry and Com- 
merce and the Central Bank 
have been entrusted to simplify 
export procedures. 

A special insurance fund will 
be set up by the above two in- 
stitutions to insure Jordanian 
exports against risk and non- 
payment by foreign importers. 

Also, the Chambers of In- 
dustry and Commerce will es- 
tablish a joint bureau to stand- 
ardise and simplify export for- 
malities. 

Finally, the . import of raw 
material will be encouraged 
for use in local production by 
providing incentives such as 
customs exemptions and finan- 
cial guarantees. 

The Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce is also studying the 
possibility of an investment en- 
couragement law amendment 
for the purpose of providing 
better incentives for exporting 
industrial projects, and for giv- 
ing Arab and foreign investors 
better chances to establish in- 
dividual industrial projects for 
export purposes only, or parti- 
cipating with indigenous capi- 
tal, sources said here today. 

The amendment will permit 
the government to conclude sp- 
ecial agreements with Arab and 

November trade 
figures released 

AMMAN. — Crude phosphates 
took first place in exports du- 
ring November, followed by ve- 
getables, fruits, cigarettes and 
lastly textiles. 

Figures released by -the De- 
partment of Statistics show 
that the export of phosphates 
during that month reached 
JD 2,416,000, fruits JD 319,000, 
vegetables JD 158,000, cigaret- 
tes JD 125,000, and textiles JD 
43,000. 

Exports went to Kuwait, 
Iraq, Syria, Saudi Arabia, In- 
dia, Japan, Czechoslovakia, Bul- 
garia, Poland, Italy, France and 
Nationalist China. 

The main imports consisted 
of rice (JD 816,000), cars and 
spare parts (JD 724,000), elec- 
trical appliances (JD 615,000), 
crude oil (JD 401,000), vegeta- 
bles (JD 347,000), pharmaceuti- 
cal products (JD 341,000), silk 
and woolen textiles (JD 
283,000), sheep (JD 242,000) 
and tires (JD 179,000). 

These came from the United 
States, England, Japan, France, 
Syria, Holland, West Germany, 
Saudi Arabia, Belgium, Aus- 
tria, India and Italy.

Jordanian-lraqi economic, 
commercial talks begin 


AMMAN. — Economic and 
commercial talks started here 
Thursday morning at the Minis- 
try of Industry and Commerce 
between Iraq and Jordan, to in- 
crease and consolidate exist- 
ing commercial and economic 
relations between the two 
countries. 

Dr. Hashem Dabbas the Un- 
dersecretary of the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce, who 
is heading the Jordanian side 
to the talks welcomed the Iraqi 
delegation and pointed out that 
Iraq and Jordan were the fore- 
runners in the field of economic 
integration between Arab coun- 
tries in that they were the first 
to have signed .the Arab Eco- 
nomic Unity agreement and the 
pact of the Arab Common Mar- 
ket. The two countries have al- 
ways endeavoured to surmount 
all obstacles which faced Arab 
unity, he said. 

A new page, he added, was 
opened in economic relations 
between Jordan and Iraq with 
the conclusion of the economic 
and technical cooperation agr- 
eement which was signed last 
year in Amman during the visit 
of an Iraqi economic delega- 
tion. The agreement resulted in 
the establishment of joint in- 
dustrial ventures.

PARIS, March 18 (R). — Indus- 
trie and developing nations to- 
day begin the second phase of 
complex new negotiations to 
T «rcr;r out a fairer distribution 
of the world’s riches. 

.'The second round of bargain- 
ing starts in the 15-member 
energy commission of the con- 
ference on international econo- 
mic cooperation, better known 
es the north-south dialogue. 

Negotiations on the other 
main topics in the dialogue re- 
sume on Friday by four com- 
missions on raw materials, de- 
velopment and international fi- 
nance. 

The confidential negotiations, 
held in the same international 
conference complex where the 
Vietnamese peace talks were 
heic. are expected to continue 
to the end on next week. Fu- 
ture sessions are scheduled in 
April, June and July. 

The first round ended on Fe- 
bruary 20 with little more than 
agreement on the work pro- 
grammes for the four commis- 
si cr-s. Progress was slowest in 
the energy group, which could 
explain why ft is starting ahead 
of the others this time. 

Officials from the industrial 
side expect the producers and 
their developing allies to push 
for the analysis to be complet- 
ed at the March session. 

"They also want to talk ab- 
out the protection of their re- 
sources, which means indexa- 
ticr.,” one official said. 

Indexation is a mechanism 
for linking oil and other raw 
material prices to western in- 
flation rates, which the indus- 
trial nations have so far reso- 
lutely refused to countenance. 

More sessions of the commis- 
sions wiil be arranged after Ju- 
ly leading up to a second, 27- 
msmber ministerial conference 
at the end of the year. The mi- 
nisters, who set the dialogue in 
motion at a first conference 
here last December, would be 
called upon to vote on propo- 
sals from the four commissions. 

For the industrial nations, 
the energy commission is by 
far the most important becau- 
se it provides them with their 
only opportunity to hold direct 
negotiations with the oil expor- 
ting nations. 

Topics covered by the three 
other commissions are all being 
discussed in existing interna- 
tional bodies. 

This month’s sessions of the 
energy commission is expected 
to be devoted mainly to a com- 
parison of projections for world 


petroleum production side, ana-

Special steer imports 
threaten to start trade war 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 18, CA- 
FF). — President Ford's com- 
promise bid on special steel im- 
ports reflects internal tension 
combined with a desire to av- 
oid an international trade war. 

On the home front, he has 
little room to manoeuvre. If he 
had rejected the International 
Trade Commission’s 146,000 
tons a year quota figure or ra- 
ised it considerably the Cong- 
ress would have over-ruled him 
no doubt and put forward Con- 
gress’s own ideas, as the U.S. 
Trade Act of 1974 allows it to. 

The fact that this is election 
year means that protectionist 
sentiment is strong in Congress 
at the moment. 

Internationally, the U.S. au- 
thorities are loth to trigger off 
a world trade battle, although 
they are apparently stepping up 
their attacks on what they re- 
gard as unfair competition. 

The Americans know that, if 
they unilaterally clamp on im- 
port quotas, they face repris- 
als. Japan has already said that 
it may well retaliate in the re- 
alm of al umini um ingots it im- 
ports from the United States. 

Mr Ford has delayed quotas 
three months, hoping that vo- 
luntary limitations can be ar- 
ranged meantime. This compro- 
mise move should win accepta- 
nce by Congress, not least be- 
cause, accounting for the vaca- 
tion, the 90-day deadline win 
not be reached until Septem- 
ber. 

Japan, the European Com- 
munity countries and Sweden 
could agree to Mr Ford’s re- 
quest for a voluntary effort be- 
cause they, too, dislike the id- 
ea of a trade war, according to 
industry sources here. 

At the same time, they con- 
sider that the American stance 
on special steels is contrary to 
international understanding on 
trade. 

The Americans have already 
hinted that they may give their 
trade partners some form of 
“compensation” in other sec- 
tors. 

Why has there been such a 


fuss about special steels? Be- 
cause it is the first test case un 
der the 1974 US. Trade Act 
the sphere of protection. Sp- 
ecial steels, in fact, account for 
a mere 0.5 per amt of U.S. 
imports. ■ 

President Ford has bad to 
make Ws mind up against a ba- 
ckdrop of monetary turmoil, and 
it is fair to say that the U.S. 
has no wish to rock that boat 
either. 

Monetary expert Edwin Yeo 
of the Treasury Department has 
just said: “The one thing we 
don’t want is an exchange rate 
war.” 

It was thought possible that 
Japan and the other countries 
concerned in the steel ques- 
tion may wait some time before 
adopting a position, because 
they want to make sure the 
U.S. will not move into a pro- 
tectionist period.
